It is with sorrow and pain that I announce 
to the medical staff of visiting physicians the 
death of Dr. L. T. Eddy of Louisville, fiom 
yellow fever, which sad event occurred a few 
minutes past 12 o’clock this date. When the 
appeal was made to the country at large for 
professional aid to the pestilence- en city 
of Jacksonvilie, Dr. Eddy to the 
call, and has, until he was stricken down with 

the fever, been untiring in his professional 
attentions to the sick and saffering. A call to 
attend a patient met with a quick response, 
whether it came at midday or midnight, and 
his courteous demeanor and cheerful and gen- 
tle manner won him many friends among his 
patients, the medical staff and others. Burial 
services will be held at the offices of Undertaker 
Tyler to-morrow morning at9 o’ clock, and it 
ig requested that as many of the staff as can 
be present will make it convenient to do 80.

NEw YORE, September 29.—As telegraphed 
to the Post-DIsSPaTCH yesterday, Jay Gould 
bas once more ghown Wall street that he has 
not ‘lost his Yesterday afternoon it 
leaked out that he had obtained control of the 
St. Lonis, Arkansas & Texas Railroad Oo. This 
news of itselfis perhaps not especially im- 
portant, except to show hew shrewdly Gould 
makes his moves, but taken in connection 
with his fight. with the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas road shows that he has put himself in a 
position almost to dictate terms. This road 
can be made a competing line with the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas and the &t. Louls, 
Iron Mountain & Southern, It is 
nearly a year since the foreign 


security holders of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas road sent a com mittee here to ascertain 
why their securities had been steadily de- 
Creasing in value. Thie line ia leased and 
operated by Gould’s Missouri Pacific system 
of which it was considered to be an integral 
art, but while the Missouri Pacific was mak 
ug good earnings the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas was apparently ranning bebind, and 
the market vaiue of its securities was steadily 
depreciating. This was supposed to be the 
result of one of Gould’s schemes to get con- 
trol of it for alow figure. The committee and 
the American security holders formed a joint 
committee, but when they tried to investigate 
they were blocked by the Missouri people. 
Then they got control of the stock and ousted 
the Gould party. 

Since then the Missour! Pacific has allowed 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas to default upon 
its bonds, and while the new administration 
has been trying to find out what its property 
was really worth proceedings have been taken 
for the appointment of a Receiver.

Boston, Mass., September 2.—President

Yesterday these stockholders made another 
attack on Mr. Phillips, charging before 
Judge Holmes in the Supreme Oourt that as 
President he had legally solicited proxies at 
the annual election, and asking for his re- 
moval by the court. It le a matter of 
that a large number of proxies were cast at the 
election, and yesterday the piainti ffs averred 
they were chiefly cast by tramps hired for the 
urpose at 50 cents a head by the President. 
t was alad.charged that a number of small 
boys from the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion were used for a like purpoee without pay, 
all voting for Mr. Phillips. There is some 
doubt as to whether the court is qualified to 
rule in such a case, but Judge Holmes decided 
to hear the evidence.

In 1874, Rodriguez sought in matrimony the 
solace which church leadership denied him, 
and be then married Senora Bafina Padin, the 
daughter of a Colonel in the Argentine 
army. He soon suspected his wife of un- 
taithfulness, whereupon he left her and went 


back to the Catholic Church, Archbishop 
Aneiros of Buenos Ayres giving him an 4s- 
sistant pastorate in his own city. 1877, 
when be was made chaplain of Azul, bie wife 
followed him, living, it is claimed, in a Little 
cottage near the ecclesiastical head uarters, 
where Rodriguez used to visit her. o ques- 
tion of marital infelicity seemed to have n 
disproved about this time, for the next year 
she hore him a daughter, which was named 
Pedrona Maria Castro, as near his own name 
as possible. 

In 1882 he became pastor, er curator; of Ola- 
varrio, and also Superintendent of the public 
schools. He then left his family in Buenos 
Ayres, visiting them, as be admits, very reg- 
ularly for a coupie of months, and then less 
often, and finaily not at all. 

In May of this year his wife sold all of their 
yee erty, getting 25.000 pesos, or about $21,000 

or it, which sum she put in a bank to her 
husband's order, and then went with der 
daughter to Olavarrio, where she was received 
at the reverential residence. One of the choir 
boys named Perrin, who served supper 
to Rodriguez and his family, thought 
them very much depressed that night ana out 
ofspirits. After this meal the curator took 
his guests to sleeping apartments, putting his 
wife in his own room and the little girl on a 
lounge in the parlor, he bimself going into an 
adjoining room. While the woman and child 
were making their arrangements for the night, 
Rodriguez left the house forashorttime. On 
his return bis wife laughingly said: 

‘*I suppose you have been out to see one of 
your parishioners?’’ 

No,“ he answered, I wentafter some 
pills to quiet your nerves.“ 

After she had gotin bed, according to Rod- 
riguez’s confessions, he gave her one of these 
pills and a glass of water. Shortly afterward 
such violent pains seized her that she com- 
plained of it, asking him what he thought 
caused it. Without answering her he got a 
hammer and pounded her on the head with it 
until she was dead. 

The noise of this brought the child tato the 
room, whereupon Rodriguez popped one of 
the pilis into her mouth, 1 3 her to swal - 
low it. Then he took her in his arms 
and carried her up and down § the 
room for four hours to prevent her 
from making an outcry or gi 
ing an alarm. Though the last two hours of 
this she was dying, but she didn’t die fast 
enough to suit her parent, who, as bis state- 
ment shows, ‘‘wanted the business over with- 
in time for him to celebrate mass in the morn- 
ing. He finally ‘‘smasbed ber head with the 
same hammer he had used on her mother.’’ 

When the daughter was dead he locked all 
the doors, went to his study, where, In a dis- 
guised hand. he wrote a letter addressed to a 
mavistrate and then said mass. 

This religious duty being done, he went to 
the office of Dr. Quillarta fora burial permit 
but that gentleman being out, the permit ha 
to be sought from the municipal authorities 
where Rodriguez produced the letter he had 
just written, which was to make it appear 
that the permit wasfor the body of a dead 
| woman, which would arrive on the morning 

train. The permit, once safe in his pocket, 
he went to an undertaker’s, where a similar 
story was told, and where be ordered an 
tra large’’ coffin, directing that it was to be 
delivered in his church that same evening. 
The coffin was accordingly taken there and 
placed next to the high altar on which the 
curator lighted one of of his candles, 

The pastoral home being joined to the 
church by a corridor, Rodriguez tried to carry 
the dead body ef his wife along this; but che 
was too heavy for him, and so he had to ar 
her instead, leaving atrailof diood to mar 
the course. The dead woman was uncere- 
moniously flung into the coffin, face down- 
ward, after which her dead daughter was 
thrown in on topof her and the coffin-lid 
screwed down. 

The coffin was taken away lu an undertak- 
er’s wagon the next morning. and as some 
blood ran fromthe awful box, the curator 
coolly remerked that he supposed the poor 
woman within it must nave died of some 
disease of which profuse bleeding isa phe- 
nomenon.’’ 

All, likely, would bave gone well but for the 
inquistiveness of Perrin, the choir boy, who 
was very solicitous about his master’s guests, 
and expressed a great deal of wonderment as 
to the cause of their non-appearance. Rodri- 
guez informed him that they had died of heart 
disease and had been duly buried, and also 
admonished the oa not to concern himself 
about them. But the boy was not so easily 
assured, and began looking about. Discov- 
ering the blood stains, which filled him with 
alarm, he hurried to La Plata and told Chief of 
Police Costa what he had found and what he 
suspected. 

Rodriguez was at once arrested, and the 
Chief of Police soon pressed him into a con 
fesslon, though he first offered to 20,000 
pesos to bave the matter dropped. riguez 
says he is asensitively organized man, and 
assumes to be deeply injured by the idscivious 
coarseness of his wife, who, he claims, in 
every way unnerved him and made him 
wretched. The main reason, though, he gives 
for killing her le because she insisted upon 
living inthe house he occupied, which, asa 
priest, he could not permit. felt com- 

lied to rid himself of her. The poison which 

e used on his wife and daughter, be sass, he 
stole from a drug store, in the vain hope“ 
that he could thus put an end to his family 
‘*witbout the shedding of blood.’’ 

Rodriguez is 44 years old, and is said to have 
a fine education. No priest in South America 
was ever more highly esteemed, and no per- 
son at first was willing to credit the story of 
his downfall. A very strong indication of the 
high favor in which he was held was the fact 
that the heads of his church were wiiling to 
receive him back into it after he had ed 
and married.
